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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicant's election without traverse of Group II (claim 8) in the reply filed on 10/26/04 
is acknowledged. 

Claims 1-7 & 9-19 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to nonelected inventions, there being no allowable generic or linking 
claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 10/26/04. 

Priority 

2. If applicant desires priority under 35 U.S.C. 119 based upon a previously filed 
application, specific reference to the earlier filed application must be made in the instant 
application. For benefit claims under 35 U.S.C. 120, 121 or 365(c), the reference must include 
the relationship (i.e., continuation, divisional, or continuation-in-part) of the applications. This 
should appear as the first sentence of the specification following the title, preferably as a separate 
paragraph unless it appears in an application data sheet (i.e., This application is the National 
Stage of International Application No. PCT/EP99/07613, filed 10/11/99). The status of 
nonprovisional parent application(s) (whether patented or abandoned) should also be included. 

If a parent application has become a patent, the expression "now Patent No. " should

This time 
period is not extendable and a failure to submit the reference required by 35 U.S.C. 1 19(e) and/or 
120, where applicable, within this time period is considered a waiver of any benefit of such prior 
application(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(e), 120, 121 and 365(c). A priority claim filed after the 
required time period may be accepted if it is accompanied by a grantable petition to accept an 
unintentionally delayed claim for priority under 35 U.S.C. 119(e), 120, 121 and 365(c). The 
petition must be accompanied by (1) the reference required by 35 U.S.C. 120 or 1 19(e) and 37 
CFR 1.78(a)(2) or (a)(5) to the prior application (unless previously submitted), (2) a surcharge 
under 37 CFR 1.1 7(t), and (3) a statement that the entire delay between the date the claim was 
due under 37 CFR 1.78(a)(2) or (a)(5) and the date the claim was filed was unintentional. The 
Director may require additional information where there is a question whether the delay was 
unintentional. The petition should be addressed to: Mail Stop Petition, Commissioner for 
Patents, P.O. Box 1450, Alexandria, Virginia 22313-1450. 



3. Applicant is reminded that in order for a patent issuing on the instant application to 
obtain the benefit of priority based on priority papers filed in parent Application No. 
PCT/EP99/07613 under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d) or (f), a claim for such foreign priority must be 
timely made in this application. It is noted that neither a certified copy nor English translation of 
EP 981 19077.0 (filed 10/09/98) was received from WIPO in this National Stage application (see 
PCT Rule 17.2(a)). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 
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Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by Edwards et al (U.S. Patent 



Evans et al teach how to make a pharmaceutical composition containing recombinant 
pro-NGF-beta solution in 50 mM NaCl/100 mM Tris (pH 7.6) (col. 8 5 Example 8; col. 5; col. 7, 
Example 2) "for comparison with active NGF-beta" (col. 7, lines 9-10), which inherently is an 
active ingredient itself (absence evidence to the contrary), and which alternatively can be cleaved 
by NGF-gamma or trypsin to generate NGF-beta (e.g., col. 5; col. 7, Example 3; col. 8, Example 
5) either in vitro or in vivo. Pharmaceutical compositions are further described in column 10 
(and col. 8) using phosphate buffered saline (PBS).
